The other seven, convicted 
by a United States war crimes 
court Jan. 22 after a seven- 
month trial, were: 

Joseph Hauser, who once 
gave a Frenchman 25 lashes 
for carrying a rosary; Willi 
Olschewski, a Dutchman ac- 
cused of shooting seven in- 
mates unable to walk; Albert 
Roller and Ludwig Schwarz, 
accused of conducting evacua- 
tion marches in which those 
who lagged were killed; Joseph 
Wurst, Who ordered 100 in- 
mates into a woods to be mas- 
sacred by machine-guns; Kon- 
rad Blumberg, who recom- 
mended execution of hundreds 
of inmates, and Christian 
Busch, whose specialty was 
beating inmates to death.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP)— 
The Army high command today 
acknowledged “errors” in the Ital- 
ian theater command, but labeled 
as a “wholly erroneous picture” 
a Scripps Howard columnist’s 
charges of mistreatment of enlist- 
ed men and high living by officers 
under Lt. Gen. John C, H. Lee. 
Making public the results of an 
investigation touched off by writer 
Robert C. Ruark’s charges, the 
Army released: 

1. A 12,000-word report from 
Maj, Gen. Ira T. Wyche, Army 
inspector general, who said he 
found only “minor discrepancies 
and irregularities.” 

2. A memorandum from Gen. 
ar D. Eisenhower, chief of 
staff. 


3..A memorandum from Secre- 
tary of the Army Kenneth C. 
— ga approving Wyche's re-

Committee chairman J. Parnell 
Thomas (Rep.), New Jersey, an- 
nounced in Washington last night 
that warrants had been issued by 
the Justice Department's Immi- 
gration Service. 

The United States marshal's of- 
fice said it had not yet received a 
warrant for their arrest. ‘ 

The House committee referred 
the Eisler case to the Justice De- 
partment a week ago, recommend- 
ing that the composer be prose- 
cuted on perjury and passport 
fraud charges and then deported 
to his native Germany. The com- 
mittee wound up hearings in 
Washington with a report that 
even “the most casual investiga- 
tion would have exposed Eisler 
beyond the shadow of a doubt as 


The order for the arrest of the 
Bislers was disclosed by the com- 
mittee yesterday when a letter 
was received from T. B. Shoe 
maker, acting commissioner of the 
Immigration Service, which stated: 
“On the basis of the evidence 


adduced by the House Committee 


on Un-American Activities at the 
hearings held on Sept. 24, 25 and 
26, with respect to the alien Jo- 
hannes Eisler, warrants of arrest 
in deportation proceedings have 
been issued in the case of Mr. Eis- 
ler and his wife.” 

Chairman Thomas commented: 

“This is excellent co-operation. 
If the agencies of the government 
will continue to co-operate in this 
manner it will be only a question 
tof time before the United States 
will clean its house of Com- 
munism.” 

Hisler entered this country in 
1940 and now has his first citizen- 
ship papers. At the committee 
hearing he testified that in the 
1920s he joined the Communist 
party in Germany, but said he was 
never active and soon dropped out. 
On admission to this country on a 
permanent basis he swore he was 
not a Communist. 

Brother Recently Convicted. 

Hisler is a brother of Gerhart 
Eisler, who recently was convicted 
of passport fraud and contempt of 
the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee. Gerhart Eisler has been 
identified by the FBI as a top 
Communist agent. His sentence 
was deferred pending a decision 
on a motion for a new trial. 

The committee report said it was 
clear that Hanns Eisler “perjured 
his way in and out of the United 
States at will, going to Soviet 
Russia and other countries when 
he pleased,” 

Tho said that at the request 
of Shoemaker a transcript of Eis- 
ler’s testimony before the commit- 
tee is being forwarded to the Im- 
migration Service.

Food and Farm Products Drop 2.6 Pct. for 
Week, but Other Commodities 
Register Advances, | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
Said late yesterday that average 
wholesale prices of farm products 
and foods declined by 2.6 to 2.7 
per cent this week from a week 
ago. 

Wholesale price increases for 
Commodities other than farm 
products and foods, however, mod- 
ified the effect on the bureau’s 
index of 900 commodities. THe 
index declined 1.2 per cent for 
the week ended Sept. 27, breaking 
a continuing advance since last 
June. 

This week's index is 156.2 per 
cent of the 1926 average, or 5.8 
per cent more than the last week 
in June, 25.6 per cent above a year 
ago, 78.5 per cent over 1937, and 
62.5 per cent over 1929. 

BLS said the sharp break in 
agricultural commodity markets 
from price peaks reached in the 
first part of last week sent grain 
quotations down 4.5 per cent, with 
declines registered for most live- 
stocks, meats, butter and eggs. 

On the other side of the picture 
BLS said that some lumber prices 
“rose substantially,” with fats and 
Oils also increasing.

In interpretation of this find- 
ing, it is believed that a fall in 
the oxygen-consuming rate indi- 
cates trouble ahead in the form 
of some one of the degenerative 
diseases.

The 
attempt, at present, is made to 
maintain the rate as nearly as 
possible that of a person 24 years

It is emphasized that aging is a 
slow process and much of the im- 
portance of treatment lies in be- 
ing able to detect changes asso- 
ciated with aging before gross 
symptoms appear, 

The research work here is being 
financed by private grants from 
St. Louisans interested in the 
project. City Infirmary Hospital 
officials are co-operating. 

Such work has increasing social 
significance because of the trends 
of population tables. Some au- 
thorities estimate that 50 per cent 
of the population will be over 45 
years of age by the year 1980, if 
the present trend continues. In 
1870 only about 15 per cent of the 
population was over 465. 

One cause of this trend is the 
relatively great progress made by 
the medical profession in attack- 
ing diseases of youth and the rela- 
tively little progress against dis- 
eases of old age. It is often point- 
ed out that the life expectancy of 
an American white male child at 
birth has risen from 48.23 years 
in 1901 to 62.60 years in 1939. 

This is a spectacular increase 
of nearly 15 years. Somewhat less 
frequently it is pointed out that 
the expectancy of a 60-year-old 
white American male was 14.35 
years in 1901—and 14.36 years in 
1939. This is an increase of about 
three days. 

As more people live to old age, 
the importance of the degenerative 
diseases to the whole population 
increases. Such diseases not only 
kill old people but force them to 
retire, slow down, and crowd in- 
stitutions for the aged and infirm. 
The fact of degenerative diseases 
gives rise to an increasing pres- 
sure for larger and larger old-age 
pensions. ’ 

Many gerontologists believe that 
as more progress is made in their 
field men and women will live 
longer and continue longer to be 
producing and earning members of 
thecommunity. Need for pensions 
‘then will be less. 

Some gerontologists believe so- 
ciety may reap a distinct advan- 
tage if the useful life of men can 
be extended greatly. Sober ex- 
perience, thus put at the command 
of society, may eliminate some of 
the of the world,. such as 
Wars and depressions, they say. 
George Bernard Shaw's“ play 
„Back to Methuselah,” is based 
on this notion. Shaw recently 
celebrated his ninety-first birth- 
day and remains active. 

City Infirmary Hospital phy- 
sicians said they have patients 
still doing active physical work, 
though they are 80 or 85 years old. 
Recent studies, they said, indicate 
that the ability to learn, mentally, 
does not decrease significantly 
with a healthy old age. Healthy 
older persons also maintain a 
good mental outlook, they said, 
and do not become discouraged or 
unhappy.

Found No Soldier Flunkies, 


The. inspector’s report con- 
tinued:

About 90 per cent of the billion 
acres of farm and range land 
needs some kind of conservation 
treatment if it is to continue to 
produce, 

“Last year we treated twice as 


many acres as in any one previous 
year. During recent years farm- 
ers have applied conservation to 
about 100,000,000 acres. Complete 
farm conservation plans have 
been developed for an additional 
80,000,000 acres.” 


The Soil Conservation Service, 
Chambers of Commerce, news- 
papers and radio stations, farm 
machinery manufacturers and pe- 
troleum companies all chipped in 
to help finance and stage the 
demonstration.

JERUSALEM, Oct, 3 (AP) -A 
general strike of Palestine Araba, 
beginning at dawn in_ protest 
against the proposed partition of 
the Holy Land, paralyzed all Arab 
sections today and sent hundreds 
of thousands pouring into mosques 


for prayer. 

The streets were crowded with 
Arab pedestrians, since all Arab 
busses stayed in garages and 
pickets ranged around bus stops 
to prevent Arabs from riding in 
Jewish busses. 

Falastin, Christian-Arab news- 
paper in Jaffa, appeared with a 
heavy black border around its 
front page and carried headlines 
readin “Palestine day today is

Other Arabs Also Strike. 


(A United Press dispatch from 
Beirut reported that Arabs in 
Damascus, Beirut and other cities 
and towns throughout Lebanon 
and Syria also had struck.

Thomas Says Union Must 
Repudiate Any Leader 
With a Policy of ‘Rule 


or Ruin.’ 


DETROIT, Oct. 3 (AP)—Three 


of the top-ranking officers of the 
CIO United Auto Workers ¢ar- 
ried to the union’s 900,000 nmiem- 
bers today their campaign to un- 
seat UAW President Walter P. 
Reuther at the union's November 
international convention. 


The three—Vice Presidents R. 
J. Thomas and Richard T. Leon- 
ard and Secretary-Treasurer 
George F. Addes — announced 
they would run candidates against 
the Reuther faction at the Atlan- 
tic City convention and select a 
slate “before the end of the 
month.” 

Thomas, who lost to Reuther 
last year in a fight for the un- 
ion presidency, told re rs that 
he did not know whether he 
would run against Reuther again, 
but informed sources said it was 


Communist support if he ran for 
office at the convention; Thomas 
replied, “If I run, I'll accept the 
support of any delegate named to 
the convention by a local union.” 

The Addes- Thomas - Leonard 
group issued a 37-page typewrit- 
ten report replying to Reuther's 
recent charges that the union had 
wasted $500,000 in a single unsuc- 
cessful organization drive. Reu- 
ther asserted also at that time 
that his intra-union opponents 
had blocked his efforts to crack 
down on leftist elements within 
the UAW. 


The anti-Reutherites said that 
only $287,000 had been spent on 
the drive at the Thompson Prod- 
ucts Co. in Cleveland, They ex- 
pressed doubt that there were any 
Communists within the UAW and 
called on Reuther to offer evi- 
dence of Communistic activity by 
UAW members. 

Charge “Rule or Ruin” Policy. 

Thomas charged Reuther want- 

ed the right of summarily dis- 
missing from the union any mem- 
ber whom he deemed a Commu- 
nist. 
“The membership must repudi- 
ate any leader who embarks on a 
‘rule or ruin’ policy, who would 
establish one-man rule and totali- 
tarian controls and would wreck 
his own union to gain his person- 
al aims,” the Addes-Thomas-Leon- 
ard faction declared. 

Reuther declined to comment on 
the report. 

The three officers announced a 
committee for progress and unity 
had been set up for the UAW, 
with Thomas, Addes and Leonard 
as chairmen. Harry Barnard, 


former Detroit and Chicago news- 
paper man, was named publicity 
director.

II, Germans continued research to 
brew a better beer. 

Arnold Kent Balls, a Commerce 
Department technical expert, said 
in a report today that the ex- 
periments were carried out first 
in Munich and later in Weihen- 
stephan. 

Methods of producing “cham- 
pagne beer” from wheat were in- 
vestigated extensively, Balls said. 
The keeping quality of this wheat 
beer, which has always limited 
its commercial value, was im- 
proved by storage under a high 
pressure of carbon dioxide.

It has been found that the per- 
centage of survival. of walnut 
trees is greater from planting the 
seeds than from planting 
young trees. The greatest 
tality is due to the efficiency of 
squirrels in finding and digging 
up the planted walnuts. 


Fire is recognized by all for- 
estry experts as the greatest men- 
ace to forest restoration. They 
hold that if fires can be stopped 
the forests will return with little 
help from man. Consequently, 
both the national and state serv- 
ices have highly organized fir 
protection departments. : 

“Fires damage the soil, cause 
erosion and floods, de valu- 
able timber, kill young trees, drive 
out and kili wildlife and generally 
make the land unsuitable for max- 
imum forest growth,” said George 
O. White, State Forester. 

“It is estimated that more than 
6000 wild fires start in Missouri 
each year, a larger number than 
in all the lake states combined. 
On areas not protected about one- 
third of the land is burned over 
each year, which means that with- 
out protection almost all our forest 
would burn once in three years.” 

Through the creation of fire pro- 
tection districts, in which the pri- 
vate land owners are solicited for 
co-operation, the state now pro- 
vides protection for about 4,500,000 
acres, The national service pro- 
tects about 2,000,000 acres. But 
there are 9,000,000 acres of forest 
land without fire protection.

Until the early 1930s the Na- 
tional Forest Service was barred 
from acquisition of Missouri land 
for national forests by local laws.

That 
meant scientific forestry within 
those areas and the beginning of 
the long and slow process of re- 
storing what man had destroyed 
through more than 50 years. 

With the creation of the non- 
political Conservation Commission 
im 1986 the state began to take a 
hand and, although it hag been 
handicapped by lack of authority 
in many important details and by 
lack of sufficient funds, it has made 
marked progress in its forestry 


program. 

Of the two national forests, 
Clark in the eastern and southeast- 
ern Ozanks, is the larger, compris- 
ing 1,971,895, acres, and the other, 
the Mark Twain, in the western 
and southwestern Ozarks, com- 
prising 1,488,104 acres, a total of 
3,459,999.

HE genius for anti-climax 
which is one of President Tru- 
man’s most notable character- 
istics has served to obscure the 
great importance of the decisions 
taken at this week’s White House 
conference between the Adminis- 
tration and congressional leaders. 
At his press conference after 
the meeting, the President seemed 
to say that while a desperate 
crisis is clearly upon us, the Ad- 
ministration has no real plan for 
dealing with it. In point of fact, 
the Administration has a plan. 
It is a plan which involves a cal- 
culated risk, a risk which is very 
great, Yet the plan has at least 
been made after a careful assess- 
ment of the political dangers of 
any other course. 


What in fact emerged from the 
White House meeting was a com- 
plete schedule of action, Although 
it is, of course, subject to change, 
this timetable calls for the hear- 
ings of Sen. Arthur Vandenberg’s 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
Representative Charles A. Eaton's 
Foreign Affairs Committee to end 
toward the middle of November. 
It is hoped that the House and 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tees will complete their work by 
the end of the month. . 


If the four committees can work 
on this tight schedule—and Van- 
denberg and Eaton will try to 
complete their work in a matter 
of days—then a special session 
of Congress will be called on or 
near Dec. 1. 

And at the White House con- 
ference the President clearly in- 
dicated his hope that Congress 
will approve the desperately 
needed appropriation by Dec. 25, 
or by the new year at the latest. 
Asked by one of the congressional 
leaders who will take responsi- 
bility for calling the special ses- 
sion, Truman firmly replied, “the 
President of the United States.”

Morgenthau Says That When He 
Sought U.S. Recognition of U.S. S. R., 
Bullitt Aided, Wallace Opposed 


Former Head of Treasury Writes That as 
Early as 1933 Roosevelt Foresaw That 
Russia Would Be a Natural Ally in Any 
Conflict With a Resurgent Germany.

H ENRY MORGENTHAU JR., in the third of a series of articles 


of Collier’s magazine, depicts most of the men around Franklin 
D. Roosevelt as having been as obtuse on foreign affairs in prewar 
days as they were muddled on domestic issues—with the notable 


exception of Morgenthau. 

The former Secretary of the 
Treasury related that the Presi- 
dent, with great foresight, realized 
as early as 1933 that the aggressor 
nations could be stopped short of 
war only through the creation of 
a community of good neighbors. 


He foresaw that Russia would be 
a natural ally in any conflict 
against a resurgent Germany, said 
Morgenthau, and to that end 
started negotiations for the diplo- 
matic recognition of the Soviet. 

But at that time the State De- 
partment, according to Morgen- 
thau, was antagonistic to the idea. 
So F.D.R. chose Henry the 
Morgue” to initiate undercover 
maneuverings with Russian rep- 
resentatives, because the Presi- 
dent knew Morgenthau “would 
never let him down.” 

Morgenthau said that through 
intermediaries he made contact 
with Amtorg, the Russian trading 
company, well aware that it was 
all risky business. One day at 
lunch he remarked to Roosevelt 
that, if the deal. succeeded, the 
Treasury Secretary would be a 
hero, but, if it flopped, he would 
have to leave Washington. 

The President, recounted Mor- 
genthau, “turned to me and said 
in the most positive manner, ‘Well, 
of course, you know that I stand 
back of you in these negotiations, 
and if you have to leave Washing- 


ton I will leave with you.“ 


Bullitt for Recognition, 

Among those who favored rec- 
ognition of Russia, Morgenthau 
went on, was William Bullitt, who 
was then handling Soviet affairs 
for the State Department, and 
who hoped to become the first 
American ambassador to Moscow. 
“Bullitt is a man of great charm, 
and a superb host,” wrote Mor- 
a campy “But he is violent in his 
oves and hates. In 1933 he was as 


furiously pro-Russian as he is fu- 
riously anti-Russian today.” 


As Morgenthau tells the story, 
the aggressive Bullitt more or less 
muscled in on the sub rosa nego- 
tiations. Eventually Morgenthau 
brought together Bullitt and Boris 
Skvirsky, the Soviet representa- 
tive, for the exchange of letters 
which led to diplomatic recogni- 
tion. But during this delicate 
maneuvering period in the au- 
tumn of 1933, said Morgenthau, 
opposition came not only from 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
who gave the impression that the 
religious issue was uppermost, in 
his mind, but “strangely — 
from Henry A. Wallace.

EVERAL hundred reporters:

you want Americans to do?” : 
Luckman instantly displayed a 
positive aversion to direct an- 
swers, one-syllable words and any 
implitation that the program 
might inconvenience the consum- 
er, farmer or business.

economy, etc. This is the kind of 
bureaucratic jargon which Maury:

The boy wonder of soap manu-

blunders which enliven American: 
politics. 


The essential misunderstanding:

en lessened, erosion has been 
checked and the streams clear 
more quickly. : 

Increase. in Wildlife. 

Surveys show an increase in 
forest wild life, due in a large 
measure to forest control, but also 
due to the game protection activi- 
ties of the Commission. 


Surveys of the national forests, 
according to Supervisor Groesbeck 
show a material increase in wild 
life populations. He reports an 
increase in deer from 750 in 1934 
to, 10,500 in 1946. In beaver from 
none in 1934 to 435 in 1946. While 
he says that reliable estimates on 
wild turkey are not available, 
their destruction has been cur- 
tailed and undoubtedly there has 
been some increase. 

In the national forests, Groes- 
beck says reports by rangers in- 
dicate, from 1940 to 1946 there was 
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an increase of foxes from 11,000 
to 42,500; in mink from 1200 to 
2600, in opossums from 81,000 to 
90,000, in muskrats from 3600 to 
12,000, in raccoons from 3100 to 
16,300, in skunks from 11,000 to 
33,000, and in rabbits from 58,000 
to 325,000. Only squirrels have 
shown a decrease, and that is at- 
tributed to the fact that 1946 was 
considered low in the cycle for 
them. 

Owners of large tracts of for- 
est land are beginning to look to 
the future and to the long term 
value of their land if it is prop- 
erly managed: The National Dis- 
tilleries recently purchased 85,000 
acres, most of it cutover land, in 
Shannon county as a source of 
supply for barre] staves and other 
wood products it needs, The land 
is being managed for it by the 
Pioneer Cooperage Co. of St. 
Louis, which has employed trained 
foresters and is giving the prop- 
erty scientific management. 

of One pany. 

The largest private holder of 
land in Missouri, the T. J. Moss 
Tie Co. of St. Louis, which owns 
125,000 acres in the southeastern 
Ozarks, has been practicing scien- 
tific management and selective 
cutting on its land for nearly 10 
years. It, as were all big opera- 
tors, was guilty of forestry abuses 
for many years, but its present 
program is well on the way to cor- 
rection of the situation.

While Russia menaces the United States with 
the unspoken threat of war, United States manu- 
facturers supply that country with the means of 
making war. That is the only conclusion that can 
possibly be drawn from Richard L. Stokes’ 
Washington dispatch showing that, for 23 


months after the war ended, a vast ‘tide oft 
' United States goods continued to be poured into 


Russia. | 

Why? What reason on earth could induce the 
United States to arm the one nation most likely 
to attack us, the nation which presents a clear 
and present danger to us? We armed hostile 
Japan with scrap-iron and it was turned back 
against us on every bloody island in the Pacific. 
Why, now, arm a hostile Russia? 

American manufacturers said uncompleted 
lend-lease contracts for Russia must be com- 
pleted to preserve their companies from loss. 
Maybe so, but why put the stuff into potentially 
enemy hands? Why, in fact, complete the man- 
ufacture at all, unless it could be used in this 
country or in friendly countries? 


In the case of Russian-gauge locomotives and

“No more aid or comfort to a hostile Russia?” 

Here is what they say, as reported by Mr. 
Stokes: “American manufacturers argued that 
10 per cent in foreign trade is needed if profits 
are to be assured, and that Russia today offers 
the sole European market for heavy machinery.” 
If profits are to be assured! What about if peace 
is to be assured? “Secretary Marshall,“ Mr. 
Stokes goes on, “may be due for a héad-on col- 
lision with powerful American business inter- 
ests whose concern it will be to keep this big 
market open.” 

In the course of Secretary Marshall's effort to 
prevent manufacturers from obstructing United 
States foreign policy and playing into the hands 
of Russia, we hope Congress will interest itself 
in finding out the answers to some quegtions 
pertinent to the case.

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The Correct Tavern Fee 

On the strength of information from Associate 
City Counselor Forrest C. Ferris Jr., an edi- 
torial on this page yesterday said that the pro- 
posed increase in St. Louis tavern license fees 
is to $625 a year. Aftemthis figure had been 
printed, Mr. Ferris notified the Post-Dispatch 
that the correct figure is $750. Added to the 
state’s fee of $300, this would put the total paid 
by a St. Louis tavern operator at $1050—the 
same amount that an operator in Kansas City

or East St. Louis already pays in combined 


state, county and municipal fees. The city’s 
financial crisis is a sufficiently urgent reason 
to raise the charges in St. Louis to that parity. 
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Why Doesn't the City Act? 
The Consumers’ Federation of St. Louis says 
that milk here costs 3 cents a quart more, im pro- 
portion to the price paid the producer, than it 
costs in other large American cities. If this is 
true—and we think it is substantially true—then 


St. Louisans are paying for $4,320,000 a 
year more than they should be paying. Add to 
this the excessive cost of cream, and the over- 
charge amounts to more than $5,000,000 a year. 


This, we think, is a matter for the active and 


‘aggressive attention of Mayor Kaufmann. In a 


letter to Attorney General Clark in Washington 
two weeks ago, Mayor Kaufmann said: 
Despite the city’s centralized location, in 

the very heart of the nation’s breadbasket, 
and despite the conservative nature of her 
people, food prices have increased more here 
than in virtually any other city in the Unit- 

ed States. The ever-increasing food 
prices are portents of disaster that we can- 
not ignore. | 

All this, and more—all of it true—was said 
by. way of invitation for the Attorney General to 
launch an investigation of collusive prices in St. 
Louis, But the responsibility for protecting the 
public from obviously excessive prices does not 
rest on the Federal Government alone. The city 
also has a duty in this field, and there is no 
better place for the Mayor to make a beginning 
toward exercising it than in milk, which takes 
one-sixth of the consumer’s food dollar in St. 
Louis. ; 

The Temporary National Economic Commit- 
tee, in its great study of monopoly, found that 
monopolistic conditions in the dairy industry 
have been vastly intensified by regulations re- 
quiring the pasteurization of milk. Only rela- 
tively large operators can pay for a pasteurizing 
. a 

Dr. Warren Waite, in his study of the St. Louis 


milk supply, found that the city’s thoroughgoing

milk inspection ordinance has materially raised 


the price of milk. He implied also that, by lim- 
iting the sources of fluid milk, the ordinance 
has played into the hands of those who might 
wish to rig the market. 

The city is everlastingly right in requiring 
that milk sold .here be pasteurized and that it 
come from sanitary ‘dairies. 
change that. But if the city’s health measures 
have favored the rise of monopoly prices, the 
city’s responsibility to see that monopoly is re- 
strained is doubly great. 
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The Mayor’s $85,000 Mulishness 


It looks as though Mayor Kaufmann’s stub- 
bornness is going to cost the taxpayers $85,000. 
That is the sum required to finance a special 
election. Nearly 40,000 persons have signed a pe- 
tition to call such an election on a rent control 
ordinance. This’ petition will be filed Oct. 14 
with the Board of Election Commissioners, fol- 
lowing which an election will become manda- 
tory. 

Why did the Mayor flatly refuse to call a spe- 
cial aldermanic session last summer to consider 


rent control? Why does he still turn a cold and 


fishy eye toward a measure desired by so many 
citizens? His stated reason is that the City 
Counselor, Mr. Stemmler, is of the opinion that 
such an ordinance, would be unconstitutional. 
The same Mr. Stemmler held that the city 
earnings tax was valid, but the courts threw it 
out. 

Walter Dakin Williams, instructor of constitu- 
tional law at St. Louis University, disagrees with 
Mr. Stemmler as to rent control, Mr. Williams 
says there is “ample legal authority” to indicate 
that St. Louis has the power to enact a rent 
control ordinance. He cited such authority. El- 
mer Hilpert, professor of constitutional law at 
Washington University, pointing out that 
„Stemmler ig not the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri,” says that a city rent law is “a suffi- 
ciently debatable matter to warrant calling a 
special session.” He added that “the question 
should be placed where it can be formally set- 
tled—in the hands of the courts.” 


Thus, the Mayor can't hide behind the City 
Counselor’s opinion. If he has any other reason 
to frustrate the desires of so many citizens, let 
him come out with it. New York, and Chicago 
have rent control ordinances, and the Mayor of 
the latter city signed the bill even though the 
City Counselor up there thought it invalid. 
Other cities have passed ordinances to control 
hotel rents. 

Mayor Kaufmann has made himself peculiarly 
vulnerable on this issue, first, because he stands 
in the way of normal legislative and judicial pro- 
cedure; and, second, because of his economy 
program. He has embarked on slashing cuts in 
city personnel and services (most of which no 
doubt will have to be restored) and yet lets the 
city in for a needless expenditure of $85,000 
on a special election. 

The Mayor, on the whole, has done a good job 
at the City Hall, but he will find he cannot defy 
public opinion with impunity. He cannot indulge 
himself in $85,000 worth of mulishness, and get 
away with it. 
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The Price of Freedom 


It makes one pause to hear Under Secretary 
of State Lovett say that stop-gap aid to Europe 
may cost the United States $800,000,000 rather 
than the $580,000,000 suggested in the last presi- 


‘dential press conference. Without doubt, we are 


launched on an expensive business; but we had 
better push it through. An attack of purse- 
pinching timidity now would benefit only the 
Kremlin. 

Soviet diplomacy will try anything and every- 
thing that may cause us to lose interest in the 
plight of Western Europe. The recent Vishinsky 
diatribe—as Anne O’Hare McCormick explains 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion today—was an 
element in this strategy. It was intended to 


divert us from our real work and to weaken 


our position on the continent by inducing us to 
help spread doubts about our intentions and our 
policies. 3 

The job cut out for the United States is plain, 
if not easy. This nation must check totalitarian- 
ism.

We picked up the text of the Gorbatov article 
on Truman yesterday with a very low boiling 
point.

So he does, but by the time.the statement is 
reached in context, the reader is so convulsed 
by Gorbatov’s low comedy that he can’t take 
anything too seriously. 

This fellow Boris Gorbatov is good and is 
the only Russian humorist that is really funny. 
It is just about as hard to work up heat over 
what he says as it is to quarrel with the bur- 
lesque show comedian with the baggy pants and 
the ripe, red nose. He knew just enough about 
the President to be able to turn out, like a 
caricaturist, a monstrously. unfair picture within 
certain recognizable lines. 

We can’t subscribe to the view that it is a 
patriotic duty of Americans to tear their hair 
with rage over what Gorbatov said about our 
President. Americans themselves have vilified 
every President that has ever been elected, and 
thy have done so with true venom. Some of 
the things said about Washington, Lincoln and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt are not printable. That 
is one of the penalties of high office, and most 
Presidents laugh it off. 


Perhaps Gorbatov tried to be venomous, but 


he turned out to be a clown, or the burlesque 
comedian heretofore referred to.

If Americans would stop listening for a 
while to the war-mongerihg charges of 
Soviet spokesmen, there would be less 
feather-bedding on the supreme job of 
building peace. The main business of the 
United States is peace, and as soon as we 
decide not to permit Mr. Vishinsky, or 
Pravda, or the button- 
pusher in the Kremlin to 
succeed in their aim of 
distracting us from our 
business, the voice of Mos- 
cow talking to itself will 
not be the big noise in 
the world.

Food Must Be Saved 


The Soviet delegate called reporters in 
for no other purpose but to get a second 
hearing for the indictment of the United 
States he delivered before the General 
Assembly. This shows how determined 
Moscow is to get Americans to participate 
in the anti-American propaganda being dis- 
seminated all over Europe. 


The effective answer is not shouting 
back; it is getting on with the urgent busi- 
ness at hand. For the present this business 
is, first, to' organize the citizens of this 
country into the biggest voluntary collec- 
tive on earth to save food for the hungry 
of Europe this winter, literally to feed the 
resistance movement; and second, to go 
forward with the 16-nation plan to insure 
the economic recovery and independence of 
these nations. 


We cannot compete with the Soviet loud- 
speakers in a campaign of vituperation, 
and they cannot compete with us in a cam- 
paign of recuperation. It is because they 
know this that they are so angry; the 
American opportunity is to save the re- 
maining free countries of Europe from 
collapse, but the historic opportunity of the 
Soviet empire is to profit by that collapse. 


Russia Can’t Co-operate 


The world is caught in a whirlpool of 
crises. But the worst crisis is a crisis of 
confidence in democracy—confidence of the 
democracies in one another, and in the 
power of free societies to survive misfor- 
tune, calumny and the triumphs of tyranny. 


This is the great danger of our time. It 
is truer today than it was when the Amer- 
ican Declaration was signed that if the 
believers in liberty and independence don’t 
hang together they will also hang sepa- 
rately. 

Russia’s trouble, and it is a grave handi- 
cap for a power playing an international 
role, is that she cannot co-operate; with 


her system she can only coerce and domi- 


nate. Co-operation is not easy for the 
United States, hitherto strong enough to 
walk alone, or at least in the illusion of 
self-sufficiency. It is new for the nations 
that have joined in the Marshall program, 
new at least as a conscious policy, for 
their stock-taking has shown them how 
interdependent they ‘were without knowing 
it, and how interdependent with the nations 
of the East. The most significant thing 
brought out in the inventory was that with- 
out commerce between the two halves of 
Europe the economic structure of the 
Western hemisphere will have to be read- 
justed. 


Dangerous Attacks 


But they can co-operate; and at last —in 
extremis—they are ready to co-operate. 
And we in our turn are forced to co-oper- 
ate with them in order to insure their 
co-operation with each other and with us. 
The postwar political contest is on in 
Europe and will be decided there. There 
is the fundament on which peace must be 
built, if it is built at all. The worst thing 
that could happen at this point is a feeling 
on the part of Americans that aid to 
Europe will not achieve the results envi- 
sioned in the Marshall proposal, and a feel- 
ing in Europe that this aid will not be 
forthcoming or will be too slow.

RITES ARE REQUESTED 
ON WAR DEAD RETURN 


Donnelly Asks Mayors to 
Name Committees to Make 
Arrangements. 


A request that mayors of Mis- 
souri cities. and towns appoint 
committees to make arrangements 
for ceremonies in connection with 
the return of bodies of Missouri- 
ans who lost their lives on foreign 


fields in World War II was issued 
last night by Gov. Phil M, Don- 
nelly at Jefferson City. 

Col, Glen R. Townsend, officer 
in charge of the Missouri Military 
District at St. Louis, said the first 
shipment of bodies, from the Pa- 
cific theater, now is on its way 
to San Francisco. Date of arrival 
of the bodies in Missouri has not 
been announced, he said. 

The bodies of men from Mis- 
souri cities and towns will go first 
to the Kansas City quartermaster 
depot, he said, and then will be 
reshipped under military escort to 
their destinations. Military serv- 
ices at the various points cannot 
be furnished by regular Army 
units because of lack of personnel, 
Col. Townsend said, 

Instead, the various veterans’ 
organizations have been asked to 
participate in such services, he 
Said. Mayors of each city and 
town are being asked to appoint 
a committee to co-ordinate ef- 
forts. 

Flags on public buildings may 
be flown at half staff as bodies 
arrive in each community, de- 
pending on action by local offi- 
cials, Col. Townsend said. Arrival 
of bodies may be over a period 
of two years, he said. Bodies of 
about 5750 Missouri men are be- 
ing returned. 

President Truman has ordered 
the flag to be flown at half staff 
at military installations, on vessels 
in port and on public buildings 
Oct. 10 and 26. Memorial services 
are to be held in San Francisco 
and New York on those dates, 
when the first two ships bearing 
bodies of war dead are to arrive 
in port, 

Approximately 3000 are aboard 
the Henda Knot, due to arrive on 
the earlier date at San Francisco. 
About 6300 are due in New York 
Oct. 26 aboard the Joseph V, Con- 
nolly. 

In requesting Missouri mayors 
to appoint committees to co- 
ordinate services, Gov. Donnelly 
declared, “Missouri will never for- 
got out war dead, nor the heroic 
sacrifices of those who gave their 
lives that this nation may remain 
strong and free.”

FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT 
LETTERS TO MOTHER 


Samples at Ages 6, 20 and 
22 Taken From Book to 
Be Published Soon. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP) — A 
new store of letters by Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, written in childhood 
and youth to his mother, was dis- 
closed today. ; 

With subject matter ranging 
from boyish protestations of af- 
fection to a college-time pronounce- 
ment that President Theodore 
Roosevelt had erred in interfering 
in a coal strike, the letters are to 
be published starting with a vol- 
ume next month as “F.D.R.: His 
Personal Letters,” by Duel, Sloan 
& Pearce. i 

According to Life Magazine, 
which reprints a selection, Roose- 
velt’s mother preserved every 
scrap of paper on which her son 
wrote, Samples: 

From Hyde Park at age 6— 

I am in a great hurry. I found 
two bird’s nests I took one egg we 
are all well, I am going to the 
Millie Rogers party and to meet 
papa. Good, bye Your loving 
Franklin.” 

From Harvard at nee 20— 

“In spite of his (TR’s) success 
in settling the trouble (strike), I 
think that the President made a 
serious mistake in intefering—po- 
litically at least. His tendency to 
make the executive power stronger 
than the House of Congress is 
bound to be a bad thing, especially 
when a man of weaker personality 
succeeds him in office.’ 

From Harvard at age 22, after 
he had previously disclosed plans 
to marry—

Even in 
1988 he told Morgenthau there 
was “a very strong possibility” of 
war with Germany, but at that 
time he clung to the belief it 
would not be necessary to send 


any American troops abroad. 


Immersed in Domestic Issues. 

Most of the members of Roose- 
voelt's Cabinet, including men like 
Wallace and Secretary of the In- 
| terior Harold L. Ickes, who later 
| became “deeply alive” to the Nazi 
i menace, were too immersed in 
| domestic questions in 1933 to pér- 
| ceive the danger from abroad, 
Morgenthau wrote. As a case in 


point, he revealed mat Wallace 


| frowned on the sale of 1,000,000 
Government-purchased 


the lending agencies, suggested 
that the United States grant Italy 
a short-term credit for the pur- 
chase of cotton. Proudly, Morgen- 
thau noted that the Treasury 
killed that idea too. 


In 1937, when most Furopean 
countries were going bankrupt as 
a result of expenditures for arma- 
ments, Morgenthau one day told 
the President he was the only per- 
son who could stop the armaments 
race. The President responded, ac- 
cording to Morgenthau: “I feel 
like throwing either a cup and 
saucer at you or the coffee pot.” 
Roosevelt then explained that he 
was tired of hearing his advisers 
declare that he was the one in- 
dividual who could “save” the situ- 
ation. He scoffed also at a pro- 
posal by Norman Davis that he 
send a peace emissary to Europe. 


He did, however, authorize his 
trustworthy lieutenant, Morgen- 
thau, to send a message to Neville 
Chamberlain, then Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in Britain, urging 


the exchange of proposals for halt- 
ing the arms race. Chamberlain 
did not at once reply, and F. D. R., 
saying, “Let’s put a burr under 
Chamberlain’s tail,” suggested a 
second, sharper message. To this 
Chamberlain answered that the 
peaceable people of Europe want- 
ed England to arm more, not less. 
“This,” gaid Morgenthau, “was a 
sensible reply. If only Chamber- 
lain had shown the same spirit a 
year later.” 


This was a reference, of course, 
to the Munich pact, which ignored 
the Soviet’ Union and made pos- 
sible the bloodless conquest of 
Czechoslovakia by the Nazis.

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CARDINAL SOLVES 
EPISCOPAL BISHOP'S 
HOUSING PROBLEM 


Leases Buildings at $1 a Year 
to Mission Group Rebuild- 
ing Shelter. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP)—The 
Roman Catholic archdiocese 
stepped in yesterday and solved 
a housing problem for the Prot- 


estant Episcopal Church with a 
year’s lease on four buildings in 
the Bronx—at an annual rental 
of $1. 

The buildings will be used to 
house activities of the Protestant 
Episcopal City Mission Society 
while the church's 83-year-old St. 
Barnabas House in Manhattan is 
being razed and rebuilt. 

Occupants of the old mission 
building, who will be moved into 
the Catholic property Oct. 15, in- 
‘clude 30 pre-school children, 30 
school-age children, 20 women, 
most of them unwed mothers, and 
a staff of 30. 

The transaction followed a letter 
from the Rt. Rev. Charles K. Gil- 
bert, Episcopal bishop, to Francis 
Cardinal Spellman, Catholic arch- 
bishop. Cardinal Spellman replied 
that. his church would defer plans 
for a new general hospital “to as- 
sist you in the solution of your 
problem, which is, I believe, the 
responsibility of all the people of 
our city.”

He 
undoubtedly was trying to protect 
Beven’s chance for a no-hitter 
which would have been the first 
in world series history. Eddie 
Miksis was sent in to run for 
Reiser and Lavagetto, after swing- 
ing at the first pitch and missing, 
slammed the next one against the 
right field wall.

Realistic Melodrama 

T= so-called documentary technique of filming movies, not 
on a set, but at the actual locales bed in the story, or 
as near to them as possible, has been utilized effec- 
tively in “KISS OF DEATH,” currently at the FOX THEATER. 
The scenes, except for a substituted ending, 
were shot in and around New York City. 
Office and elevator shots in a holdup sequence 
- were taken in the Chrysler «Building, The 
Tomba, Criminal Courts Building, Bellevue 
Hospital, Sing Sing penitentiary, a police sta- 
tion, actual offices, flats and tenements, and 
a Pullman car were used as sets. Combined 
with a story by Ben Hecht and Charles Lederer, and direction in 
by Henry Hathaway in which terseness and naturalism are 
stressed, an underworld nielodrama has resulted which has the 
cold realism, sensationalism, excitement and sense of immediacy 

of a tabloid account of today’s downtown gang shooting. 


On some points, absolute realism has been sacrificed for 


dramatic effects. For instance, the protagonist, Nick Bianco, 
convicted holdup man and stool-pigeon, who “sings” to the 
District Attorney's office to get out of prison, has been made 


_ @ sympathetic character, one motivated by love for his two 


little daughters and for his second wife, a sweet and adoring 


ereature. And the ending, where Nick deliberately ditches his 


own revolver and lets his enemy pump four bullets into his 
belly so that the enemy may be caught red-handed by the police 
and will no longer menace Nick’s wife and kiddies, is just too 
noble for a man of Nick’s record. The original discarded ending 
in which Nick shot it out on a crowded bus with his enemy seems 
to us to have made more sense.

URSERY school care should 


never supplant parental care, 


according to child guidance 
authorities, and as one book on 
the subject points out, “A good 


nursery school does not take the 


place of a home; it adds to it.” 


By such authoritative standards, 
the Family Service Day Nursery 
in Overland is a good nursery, but 
there are other standards by 
which it can gauge its success as 
well. Those of the parents, for 
example, who see their children’s 
nervousness diminish, their eating 
problems disappear over night 
when they become part of a mob 
scene rather than the stars of the 
dining room drama, Those of the 
children who have an entire gym- 
nasium in which to give way to 
the kind of vigorous vocal play 
that would drive their mothers to 
mass mayhem within an hour. 
Those of families whose children 
no longer come to the nursery but 
found it their best friend in need. 


Outstanding in two respects, the 
Family Service Day Nursery is, 
first of all, the only community 
or non-profit nursery in St. Louis 
county, and a member of the Com- 
munity Chest; also it provides not 
only nursery care for children who 
need it, as 120 did last year, but 
also serviee to the families in- 
volved. * 

“Our program is a combination 
of what we've learned from family 
service and the day nursery,” said 
Ralph Ormsby, executive ‘secretary 
of the Family Service Society of 
St. Louis county. “The important 
thing, we think, is that we com- 
bine the professional services of 
nursery school teachers, nurses, 
case workers, and even psychia- 
trists, in the case of behavior 
problems.” : 

The Family Service Day Nursery 
succeeded one of the 14 centers 
which had been created under the 
Lanham Act during the war to 
care for children of war plant 
workers. When these were closed 
by lack of federal funds a year 
and a half ago, the Family Service 
took over the Overland nursery 
which had had the largest at-

tendance. 
Located in the parish house of 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, the 
nursery has enviable facilities. On 
the first floor is a dining section 
with tables which become indoor 
sand boxes when the tops are re- 
moved, cots for nap time, a slide 
and climbing apparatus, and much 
play equipment. On the second 
floor is a gymnasium, and out- 
side a playground with more 
equipment, sand boxes, and a pen 
for the nursery pet, a rabbit 


named Hard Boiled Egg. 


The nursery is open from 7 a.m. 
until 6 p.m. but there are no stipu- 
lated times of arrival and depar- 
ture, and at 10 a.m., when we ar- 
rived, some latecomers were hav- 
ing breakfast. A schedule is fol- 
lowed but not slavishly, though or- 
der is taught. Even the two-year- 
olds learn to find their own coats 
and hats, towels and washclothes 
from the colored symbols over 
each one’s belongings. 

“This is Susan,” Mrs. Edna 
Smith, the head teacher, said in 
introducing a new arrival. “Susan's 
the one who likes it best when its 
Monday because she has four 
more days of school and doesn’t 
care for Friday because she can't 
come here for two days.” 

Under the Lanham Act, nurser- 
les were only for children of work-

worker at the nursery added. 
“They decide they don’t want to 
work as much as they thought 
they did when we explain what it 
means to them. Much depends on 
the child. Some children of two 
are old enough for group activity 
while others are still dependent 
on their mothers.” 


Most of the children at the 
nursery are two to six years of 
age though older children are 
taken if they have younger sis- 
ters or brothers in the nursery. 
Parents pay a fee, based on a 
sliding scale depending on income 
and size of family, weekly fees 
ranging from 50 cents to $9, with 
an average of $4 a week. Fees 
from parents provide one-third of 
the budget, the rest coming from 
Community Chest allocations. 


The nursery’s staff consists of 
Mrs. Smith, Miss Stauffer, three 
assistant teachers, a nurse who 
examines the children on arrival 
each day, and a cook-housekeeper, 
plus the church janitor who helps, 
partly officially and partly from 
fondness for the children, Parents 
confer with the case worker and 
teachers frequently as to the 
child’s adjustment to his new sur- 
roundings, as well ag their own 
family problems.

How Ht Started

HIS phrase, so popular in our 
1 common speech, and its fa- 

miliar variations, such as tak- 
ing another tack, or a new tack, 
are part of our heritage from the 
parlance of the sea. 

To the sailor, “tack” means 
course, the direction of a vessel, 
governed by the trim of her sails. 
For instance, on starboard tack 
she is closehauled with tHe wind 
on her,starboard side, on port tack 
with the wind on her port side. 


Literally, the tack is a rope used 


to fasten the corner of a sail, 
which returns us to the actual 
etymology of the word “tack.” 


From the Old English tuk or 
tukke, “tack” means a fastening 
It is akin to the roots in German 
and Danish which mean a branch 
or twig. And that “fastening,” in- 
cidentally, gives us our word 
for a small nail! Another aspect 
of its primary meaning ig our use 
for a hasty attachment, as to 
“tack” one piece of cloth to an- 
other, fo “tack” one thing to an- 
other. 

However, the nautica] usage for 
this fagtening or securing of the 
sail, and its importance in govern- 


ing the course of a vessel, took 


such deep root that this more or 
less became its identification, cer- 
tainly in the sense of our com- 
mon phrase, to take or that 
tack.
